Mar- 
tial law has practically been declared, and all 
abled-bodied citizens above the ageof 18 
years have been called upon for guard duty 
by the Mayor. The indications tonight ture 
that there will be a clash between the strikers 
and the forces of the law Monday if not be- 
fore. From the reports received from the 
various mobs now bearing down upon this 
city powder and bullets are not so much to 
be feared at their hands as dynamite bombs 
which the aliens are said to possess. 

Early this morning the Mayor and Sheriff 
began to receive alarming reports from the 
various mobs moving this way. Owing to 
the fact that the aliens have many 
sympathizers here the. town and county 
officials were in a qaandary as to how to pro- 
ceed. They were fearful lest some of the sym- 
pathizers desert from the side of law and 
order when the crisis came. The only hope 
they had for the salvation of the town’ from 
the horde of Anarchists was that enough 
troops would arrive to sustain the special dep- 
uties in preserving order.

Gov. Altgeld’s Advices Indicate Trouble at 
PanaewMay Hold Troops There. 

SPRINGFIELD, Il, June 9.—[Special. ]—Ad- 
vices which have reached (Gov. Altgeld within 
the last few days have indicated the probabil- 
ity of serious trouble at Pana unless vigorous 
steps are taken. These private advices have 
been the cause of precautionary measures 
taken recently'to have the eatire militia force 
of the State in readiness|for immediate serv- 
ice if required. The fact that large quanti- 
ties of coal have been mined at Pana 
ever since the etrike began and that 
the output has been increased has irri- 
tated the miners of the other fields. 
Threats have been made fot some time of a 
concerted movement to stop the opetation of 
the mines by force. Private advices received 
by the Governor have indicated the possibility 
that several thousand miners might assemble 
at Pana by Monday morning, and it was de- 
cided to send enough troops to protect the 
men who desire to work.

Wuezuine, W, Va., June 9.—Five com- 
panies of the West Virginia State militia ar- 
rived over the Ohio River. railroad here today 
and encamped south of town. They were re- 
inforced by later arrivals and moved on the 
Boggs Run yards, The rioters retreated, but 
placed obstructions along the road, and the 
troops were several hours moving the first 
train. ~The Baltimore and Ohio lines 
are now completely under guard from 
Moundsville to Cam bridge, a distance of fifty 
miles. At Forty-eighth street the mnilitia were 
meét by several hundred men, women, and 
boys, who sent a volley of stones and bricks. 

At a num- 
ber of other points stones were thrown. A 
report from Elm Grove on the Wheeling and 
Pilleburg Division of the Baltimore and Ohio 
saye strikers there have seized a coai train and 
blockaded the tracks.

TO TRY A CONDUIT ELECTRIC SYSTEM. 


Experiment in Upper New York by the 
Metropolitan Traction Company, 
New York, June 9.—{Special.]—Contracts 
have been signed for equipment by the Gen- 
eral Electric compuny of} three miles of con- 
duit electric railroad for the Metropolitan 
Traction company in the upper part of New 
York City. If the system proves a success, as 
both companies think it will, the problem of 
doing away with the overhead trolley wire 
has been solved. The $50,000 which 
the Traction company offered for the best 
system of this kind will not be awarded. 
President, Vreeland said the company had 
waited until tired for somp action on the part 
of the State Railroad Commissioners, who 
were to have been the judges in the matter, 
and had employed engineers to make exami- 
nations on its own account. After a great 
deaj of investigation the Siemens-Halske sys- 
tem was recommended and negotiations went 
so far that a contract was drawn 
up and signed by the Traction company an 
the New York representative of the 
When the contract was 
sent to the company’s American agent in Chi- 
cago he objected to several technical features, 
and the negotiations were ended, The Gen- 
eral Electric company then volunteered to 
take up the contract which the Siemens- 
Halske company rejected and te furnish the 
same kind of an electric system, excepting a 
few small details. In fact the two systems 
are identical. The construction of 
three miles of road will be in the 
nature of an experiment. Outwardly the road 
will have the same appearance as a cable line, 
the track and conduit bemg constructed in 
the same manner as that to be constructed o 
Lexington avenue. 
will be two conductors, or continuous stri 
of metal supported by porcelain insulators. 
The conductor on one side will be for the 
direct current and the one on. the other for 
the return. A piece of iron called a 
ship, somewhat similar to the cable 
grip, will runin the slot. The current is 
taken up from one conductor, run up through 
the ship by means of insulated wires into the 
motor, and then back again to the return cur- 
rent cotiductor. The current wiil be only 
300 volts. Patent litigation will undoubted- 
ly follow the introduction of the General 
E.ectric company’s system. owing. to its al- 
most exact similarity to the Siemens-Halseke 
system.

JOHN A. KASSON’S STRONG SPEEOH 
ON IMMIGRATION, | 


The Distinguished Iowan, in an Address 
Before the Scotch-Irish Congress at Des 


Moiner, Draws a Streng Picture of the 
Evils of Unrestricted Immigration—In- 
teresting Remarks by the Rev. J. O 


. Stevenson on “Celtic Christianity "= 
Amalgamation of Churches. 

Das Moras, Ia., June 9.—{ Special. ]— 
feast of good things at the Mbiotanira BS 
gress was continued today. The attendaace 
was almost as large asthe first day of the 
Congress.* There is great interest awakened 
ag Des Moines people over the organiza-

This morning’s session was opened with 
prayer by the Rev. Hugh'‘Jack of Westminster 
Presbyterian Church, .The first musical num.

He 
eaid he came to this congress under a 
cloud of doubt as to his eligibility to mem.

SMALL DECREASE IN WHEAT ACREAGE. 


Crop Report from Washington Cov ering 
| the Entire Country. Fr : 
Wasuinetor, D. C., June-9.—The report of 
June 1, consolidated from the returns of the 
correspondents of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, makes the acreage of winter wheat 
sown, compared with that which was harvested 
last year, 99 per cent, being a decrease of one 
point. There is an increase of acreage, as 
compared with 1893, in only ten States, the 
principal part of which was made in the States 
of Kansas and Illinois. The report says: 
The percentage of winter wheat acreage of the 
rincipal States are: Ohio, 95; me? - 
ndiaia, 91; Illinois, 122; Kansas, 120, and 
California, 108. The percen of spring wheat 
area for the whole country is 87.08 per cent, be- 
ing a reduction from last year’s acreage of 12.2 
points. The percentages of spring wheat acroe- 
age of the principal States are: M ta, 
87: Nebraska, 81; South Dakota, 85; North 
Dakota, 90. The average percentage of eormnge 
for both spring and winter wheat for the w 
country is 95.3, mak a total area in round 
numbers of 33,000. acres, condition of 
winter wheat has improved since last report a‘ 
little less than two points, being 83.2 per cent, 
against 81.4 May 1. The peccen s af the ad 
cipal States are as follows: Oh 96; Michi- 
an, 89; Indiana, 93: Illinois, 84; Missouri, 82: 
ansas, 57; California, 60. The condition of 
spring wheat presents an average for the entire 
country of 88 per cent and for the princi 
spring wheat States as follows: Wiscons “ 
innesota, 99; Iowa, 90; Ne at; th 
Dakota, 79; North Dakota, 97; Washington, 80;

SMALLPOX CASES ON THE DECREASE. 


City Heaith Department Pleased with the 
Werk of Vaccination. 

A comparative statement of the work of the 
City Health Department during the last three 
months will be issued this week, The com- 
parative statement shows the decrease in thc 
number of smallpox cases handled by the de- 
partmentin this time. During the first seven 
days in the month of March, 162 cases were 
reported to the deparitnent, and during the 
first seven days of Jupe only fifty cases were 
reported, The decrease has been gradual 
since the general vaccination was commenced 
by the department, until now only five or six 
cases are reported daily where three times 
that many were reported two months ago. 
Only six hew cases were reported yesterday, 
as follows: No. 12 Bryant place, Mary Hos- 
fey, 24 years; No. 215 Fifty-fifth street, Al- 
bert E. Faunse, 16 years; No. 1020 West 
ag nth street, Atthur Heise, 16 months;

Simple Ceremonies Attend the Affair= 

President Crawford Accepts the Statue 

and Reads the Corresp ondence Between 

the Donor and the Park | Board= 
Sculpter Dallin Makes a Few Romarks | 
and His Wife Pulls the Fiag from the 

Bronze Mounted Indian. 


Judge Lambert Tree’s gift to Lincoln Park, 
the bronze statue “* The Signal of Peace,” was 
unveiled with simple ceremonies yesterday 
afternoon in the presence of 2,000 people. 
The American flag which covered the piece 
was let fall at 5:80 o’clock by Mrs. C. E. Dal- 
lin, wife of the sculptor, and the work was 
formally accepted by President Crawford of 
the Park Commission. 

At 4 o’clock hundreds of people had assem- 
bled/at the montment to witness the cere- 
monies. A space around the statue had been 
staked out and adozen park policemen kept 
the crowd in check, Chairs had been pro- 
vided for the park officials and the guests. but 
there were no decorations save the flag which 
conecedied the’ statue. A little before 5 
o’clock Judge Tree, accompanied by C. 
E. Dallin and the latter's wife, arrived. 
F. H. Winston of the park board, and Harry 
W. Hill, architect of the monument, arrived 
soon after Judge Tree. Afterall the guests 
had been presented to Sculptor Dailin Presi- 
dent Crawford stepped forward and said after 
formally commencing the exercises: 

** Parenps: The Lincoln Park Commission- 
ers invited you to be present at this time to 
witness the unveiling of this statue. It has 
been arranged tliat I'take charge of the ‘pro- 
ceedings. You will therefore come to order. 
It was the wish of Judge Tree that the pro- 
ceeilings be quite simple and informal and 
they have so been arranged. I nowask your 
attention while Iread the letter of Judge 
Tree to the Park Commissioners. 


Judge Tree’s Letter. 


“Tt is as follows: 
CaicaGco, Jan. 2, 1884.—-To the Honorable ‘the 
Commissioners of ‘Lincoln Park, Chicago, Ilh— 
Dear Sirs: During the recent Interogtional Ex- 
position held at Chicago I acquired the owner- 
ship of a work of art with the intention of offer- 
ing it in due time to your board as an appropri- 
ate addition to the monuments which already 
adorn the beqnttfal. ublic pee a grounds un- 
der your ange The work is by the American 
sculptor, Dal llin, and is a subject distinct- 
ively American. It represents a mounted Indian 
warrior holding up a long staff with a feather at 
tached to it, whic is, according to Indian usage, 
a token that the jntentions of the horsqman are 
Brscer*< The artist has. in fact, nanged it “A 
al of Peace.” The work was expcuted in 
Peris. where it was admitted to the Salon of 
1890, and was awarded “ mention honorable.” 
At the recent Exposition at Chicago it received a 
medal and diploma.

‘erect monuments to perpetuate the re- 
' membrance of ome events. Experience has 
proved that they havea good elfect upon 
posterity, Some may not be able to perceive 
much that is great in, the Indian character, 
and 1 would ask those to read the early history 
of the races from which we came and 1 am 
sure they will discover at least a similarity in 
their charactet when compared under like 
development and condition.

Harcourt Has Easy Sailing. 


The House of Commons has been p ounding 
away all the week at the budget, with inter- 
vais of intermittent attention to the coal 
strike, Uganda, Ireland, and other more or 
less exciting matters. Sir William Harcourt 
is having unexpected success in the debate 
and large majorities against the enemy. He 
has carried by 104 majority the first clause 
of the bill, which embodies the principle of 
partial confiscation under the specious 
name of graduation. Mr. Chamberlain, who 
at times appears inclined to hark back to the 


pay a ransom, advocated graduation, and 
refused to support the amendment. That, 
perhaps, is not surprising, More surprising 
is the attitude of Mr. Balfour; who, declined 
to express any opinion at all and said that he 
declined. This is one more tribute to the 
power of the untamed democracy, and one 
more evidence of the fact that neither party 
has the courage to stand up for justice against 
the selfish clamor of particular elasses of the 
community. The interesta of the community 
find few defenders. Justice is whatever is 
pleasing or profitable to the majority. — 

Sir William Harcourt’s budget is having 
one effect which may prove extremely grave. 
He has provoked a protest from some of the 
most powerful colonies, especially Australia, 
which is still in financial straits, against the 
provision for taxing colonials resident in En- 
giand on their whole colonial property. Sir 
John Lubbock told him at the time that he 
might rouse a spirit no less formidable than 
that shown by certain American colonies 
rather more than a hundred yearsago. This 
warning the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
disregarded, It is not yet clear to 
what extent Australia is prepared to go, but 
Lord Salisbury said last night, truly and 
forcibly, that the Chancellor has probably 
created the first serious difference of opinion 
between the Government of Australia and the 
Government of England. Sir William might 
reply that he does not care much about the 
colonies, but as the little England party is 
not yet in a majority he will probably choose 
some other form of excuse. 

For an Appeal to the Country, 

Mr. Chamberlain made an important speech 
a week ago at Bradford, replyimg with great 
bitterness to Lord Rosebery, whom he at- 
tacked personally ina manner pnequaled in 
English public life. The more important 
part related to Ireland, yet, as home rule is 
hung up, even that part has an air 
of unreality. Mr. Chamberlain, however, in 
common with the whole Unionist party, urges 
that home rule is still the paramount questign 
on whicha distinct appeal to the country 
ought to be taken. The constituencies, that 
‘is to say, ought to have an opportunity of 
saying they do or do not approve of home 
rule for Ireland. No Liberal leader is willmg 
to give them this opportunity. Lord Salis- 
bury made the same appeal last night in’ a 
brief but telling speech at a Conservative din- 
ner. He declared, as he has always declared, 
that the House of Lords is perfectly willing to 
bow to the opinion of the country when that 
opinion is clearly stated. But the only per- 
sons in a position to enable the country to ex- 
press its opinion are her Majesty’s Ministers 
and they do not consult the country.

that Germany shared their grievances and 
could be counted on to back them up. It is 
impossible to guess how much the French 
Foreiga Office knows of the real facts, but 
every Parisian editor talks confidently of 
German sympathy in this matter, and it is 
obvious that when they voted defiance to En- 
gland the Deputies believed implicitly in sup- 
port from Berlin. : 

Now, the truth happens to be that Germany 
has lodged no protest whatever. It has mere- 
ly asked questions at Brussels about the way 
in which this new deal hasiaffected its inter- 
ests. It has received comprehensive and en- 
tirely satisfactory assurance that it has been 
in no way touched. It may’ be an wun- 
generous idea, but a suspicion does arise 
that even this inquiry -was gratuitous, 
and was made, not because Brussels could 
tell Berlin anything it did not know, but in 
order to give a news agency in Brussels a 
plausible warrant for its statement about the 
German protest. Those who follow ‘such 
things may recall the hint in these dispatches 
a fortnight ago that, despite surface appear. 
ances, England and Germany had an éxcel- 
lent understanding on the subject. | That 
understanding turns out now to be so com- 
plete that France’s mistake about it irresisti.

It did not need the so-called revelations of 
Flourens and others in the newspapers of late 
to call attention to the fact that the third 
republic has been badly served from thé'start 
by its diplomats and thé Foreign Office.

He Scolds the Republicans Because They 
Debate the Tariff Bill, 

Wasnutnerox, D, C., June 9.-—In the Senate 
today bills were passed as follows: To re- 
classify and prescribe the salaries of railway 
postal clerks and to extend the time limit for 
the construction of a bridge at Burlington, Ia. 

The tariff bill was taken up. An amend. 
ment to place the broom-corn on the dutiable 
list at $6 a ton was lost. 

The next paragraph placed a duty of 20 
per centon hay. Mr. Gallinger offered an 
amendment to make the rate $6 a_ ton. 
Messrs. Hale, McMillan, and Dolph protestei 
against the reduction of the duty on baled 
hay as injurious to the interests of the farm- 
ers in the States along the Canadian border. 

Mr, Vest became extremely impatient at 
the disposition on the other side to debate this 
paragraph. Ina passionate outburst he ar- 
raigned not only the Republican side for de- 
laying progress on the bill but some of his 

mocratic associates for refusing to codper- 
ate in pushing its consideration, “If you are 
going to defeat this bill,” said he, turning to 
the Republican side, his ‘words flowing in a 
perfect torrent, * rege it like men, not like 
thieves in the night by parliamentary assaasi- 
nation. I understan that the Senator from 
New Hampshire, Mr. Chandler, keeps 
standing at the aor of the editorial 
columns .of his pape in black type 
his slogan, that it is better to kill time than 
kill industries. At this rate thig bill will not 
be disposed of in six months, and you over 
there [shaking his fist menacingly at the other 
side} wantto kill this bill like an ox in the 
shambles, while the people are holding up 
their trembling and helpless hands praying 
for action. I protest, in the langu of the 
distinguished Chairman of the Ways and 
Means committee (Mr. Mills) when Ahis bill 
was before the House, ‘ If you are to defeat 
this bill strike it down in open debate; don’t 
nibble it to death like pismires or kick it to 
death like grasshoppers. 

After this considerable progress was made 
on the bill. The agricultural schedule was 
finally disposed of, and Schedule H, spirits, 
wines, and liquors. was entered upon.

GEOLOGISTS. AND BOTANISTS SEE 
TH DRAINAGE ANAL. 


Tour of Inspection Made Under the Auspi- 
ces of the Drainage Trustees—District 
Between Willow Springs. and Romecd 
Gone Over—The Visitors Both Aston- 
ished and Pleased with the Magnitude 
of the Work and Its ProgresssEvi- 
dences of the Glacial Period. 


The geological 
emy of Sciences, with a number of friends, by 
invitation of the Drainage Trustees made a 
tour of inspection yesterday to the works of 
the drainage channel between Willow Springs 
and Romeo. 

The members of the geological section were

Trophies of the Trip. 


During the return trip on foot and in car- 
riages stientists became scattered and 
were not together oonin until they met at the 
Willow Springs Depot. When ‘they arrived 
there they exhibited # poate trophies and com- 
pared notes. F the weather was favorable 
they were in«the highest spirits over their 
tramp. Their hands and sachels were filled 
with fossils, such as trilobites, brochypods, 
and corals, of, in'the case-of the botanists, 
with grasses and flowers which meant nothing 
except to themselves, 

The geologists displayed the liveliest inter- 
éstin the great problems with which the 
scene was complicated. Standing in the Des- 
plaines Valley, with the gallery of hills oh 
each side half a mile apart. pod speculated 
with obvious delight on =e lacial period, 
and in particular on the gene ial work of that 
localit i: The question which puzzled them 
was, Did the glacier scoop:out that valley, or 
did it take itg course through that valley be- 
cause it was ready made? Great attention 
was paid to the shallowness of the dipin tie 
limestone, The hillsare 150 feet high, but 
the limestone under them, as may be plainly 
seen where it crops out, is only a little , nena 
than the limestone of the valley. The Niagara 
limestone of the Upper Silurian, to which the 
formation belongs, got a good shaking up at 
the hands of the party. 

Great interest was excited by the inspec. 
tion of the clay pockets in the limestone be- 
tween Romeo and Lemont. At this point, far 
down in the stratum, are found a num ber | of 
cavities, from ten to 100 feet in diameter, 

which were filled with clay and vegetable re- 
mains, How this happened puzzied the 
scientists no little. The only theory readily 
occurring to their.minds was based on filtra- 
tion. They suggested the washing out of a 
holiow in the stone by the action of water 
impregnated with carbonic acid, and the sub- 
sequent filling of the cavity with clay by the 
same agency, as this is the theory of the con-’ 
struction of many caves. To the. theory, 
however, the facta offered several obstaclea. 
For while the walls of these hollows are cir- 
cular, as made by whirling water 
and sand, the floor’ is pereyctly 
level. Moreover, while some of 
have an opening at the top through which the 
water might enter, they have no hole for its 
exit; and to make matters still worse some of 
them have no aperture for the water either to 
enter or depart. Thereis no question: there. 
fore as to these pockets being a first-class 
geological puzzle, 

Amazed at Its Magnitude, 


It was perfectly clear, however, the great 
interest of thé trip lay in the drainage chan- 
nel iteeif, To say the party was amazed at 
the 9 it of the operations and at the 
trium of human skill and labor which they 
beheid is not puttingit a particle too strongly. 
The experience was new and unexpected and 
the party felt an absolute commiseration for 
the people in Chicago, who are certainly in 
yt 4 as a general thing, of the stupen- 

ous undertaking which has so rapidly crept 
from Romeo almost to r very doors. In 
its importance and its fascinating grandeur 
they could only compare it, for want of some- 


thing more like it, to the great Exposition of

The work on the drainage canal is progress- 
ing. rapidly almost at every point between 
Bridgeport and Romeo. Between Romeo and 
Lemont the course is through solid rock and.

In October, 1893, Mr. Rockefeller 
made an additional subscription of $500,000, 
conditioned on the raising of the $500,000 
contemplated in Mr. Ryerson’s subscription. 
Since the renewal of the Ryerson offer Mrs. 
Caroline E. Haskell of Chicago has made a 
donation of $20,000 for the establishment of 
a lectureship in: comparative religion ; H. H. 
Kohlsaat has subscribed $10,000; George C. 
Walker, $2,500; tne Chicago Woman's club 
will probably raise $60,000 for the erection 
‘of anew woman's dormitory; and the last 
subscription makes the total of subscriptions 
received and in sight $117,500. The donors 
of the $25,000 subscription: are. withheld 
from publication. Secretary Goodspeed spoke 
cheeringly of the prospects for raising the 
Ryerson-Rockefeller fund, although he did 
not venture a reason for his hope,

tinguished. Andrew Jackson was, to my 
mind, a great man. My first meeting with 
him, was when he was President, though I 
had'seen him before. It so happened that 
during the course of a business trip on horse- 
back for my father through Kentucky and 
Tennessee 1 reached Nashvilie about the 5th 
or 6th of January. The citizens were ar- 
ranging for a reception to Jackeon on 
the 8th,’ the anniversary of the Battle 
of New Orleans. The purpose was to 
romote his known candidacy for the 
"residency, and this meéting was in- 
tended to give the fact national 
prominence, Jackson rode horseback in the 
procession and modestly received the cheers 
of the throngs along the way. I was deeply 
impressed with the military hero and the 
event, and though in after lifel was a Whig 
I never suffered myself to be - betrayed in 
speaking an unkind word about him, and I 
always defended him as a. patriot. After he 
became President my father, who was a 
strong supporter of Jackson, took me with 
hiin on a trip to Washington when I was 20 
yeats old. We called ou the President and as 
we were about to go my father said: ‘ Gen- 
eral, this boy of mine isa refractory fellow. 
He disagrees with you in some things and is 
nota supporter of your administration.’

Jackson’s reputation for strong passion, but 
he only turned to me and said with a kindli- 
ness I shall never forget: ‘My son, I have 
no advice to give you except always to think 
for imgpirs vg) We shook hands and parted.

In 1840 he was elected to Congress by the

arrison to the Presidency. No one did moré 
tor the Whig cause that year than he, both by 
pen and voice. He had been a follower of 
Mr, Ciay and hoped he might be the nominee 
for President, but when Harrison was named 
he entered the contest for him with all his 
zeal. His course in Congress was in opposi- 
tion to the growing slave power and he was 
one of the most devoted members to the cause 
of the Union.

COME TOGETHER AFTER TWO WEEKS. 


Fassett, Dwight, and Henry Meet at a Ho- 
tel Here After Peculiar Expertences, 

J. Sloat Fassett, defeated Republican candi- 
date for Governor of New York;. John W. 
Dwight, the Dakota farmer and Republican 
committeeman of New York; and Dr. W. T. 


Henry of Elmira, N. Y., passed through this 
city yesterday for the Eastern metropolis. Al- 
though for two weeks they had been desperately 
striving to get together, théy met by accident 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday morn- 
ing greeted each other with joy, and departed 
a happy trio on the first train. Mr. Fassett’s 
version is as follows: 

‘I left San Francisco two weeks ago with 
Fred Crocker ana Dr. Henry to join my friend 
mei ie on his great wheat farm forty miles 
south of Fargo, where we were to ten- 
dezvous forsome days and take life easy. 
When we got to Seattle the trouble began. 
We ata east on the Canadian Pacific, and 
our train got lost in the vast floods. The 
engineer took us aboard his machine, and by 
mighty efforts got us ondry land, where; poor 
wretches, we were rescued by a rescue steamer 
and taken to ancther starting pointon the 
Northern Pacific road, Here we gota fresh 
start, only to be wrecked by another flood 
and stranded, I think.in a misnamed place 
called Hope. Although water was plenty, it 
was everywhere too dirty to washin. Sucha 
luxury as a bat have yet 
to see further east. We lost our 
linen and I werit withouta collar and with a 
single shirt and underwear. Nearly starved 
we were again taken forth on another steam- 
er, all our money gone, no way to get any, no 
way to telegraph our friends or to receive a 
telegram. Crocker and [I somehow got sep- 
arated. He is still stuck up there in. the wa- 
ters somewhere, 
the ateamer until I landed where I could get 
south again to San Francisco, thence across 
the continent toward Chicago, a heaven in- 
deed compared to all west of you. " 

“Out in Nebraska, or was it Kansas, in 
some drouth-forsaken area, the piston of the 
engine exploded and for two long days we 
were stalied with all the horrors of dirty 
clothes and canned buffet fare.

New Industry That Promises Good Results 
for Seller and Purchaser.

It needed only a glance to 
that the thi were made over from la 
garments. With the influence of a cupof co 
and a plate of cakes the made-over clothes 
man was easily inveigied into telling|a short 
history of the make and origin of this new 
industry. Hehadalarge family. His wife 
and four girls, all well grown, who could ob-

} tain no employment, had made some clothes 


for a neighbor’s children in the evenings, 
This suggested a new manufactui and 
mereantile field. The head of the house, 
who so rags in a warehouse, set about 
making a collection: of larger garments of 
the sort that could be reduced in size, Some. 
times he begged them and sometimes he 
bought them. The garments to be made 
over are washed pefore the cutti and sew- 
ing begins. A pair of trousers will make two 
pairs for a boy 10 or 12 years old. A wrapper 
or a dress will make four or five dresses for 
girls from 5 to 10. The clothes are all well 
clean and the fit is probably as 
good as the average. They are primitive in 
style, perhaps, but what can one expect fora 
dime? There is no profuse display 
tons. The mother cuts and prepares 
sewing and the girls sew, while the fat P 
cures the material and does the sélling, 
Sqmetimes they net for their week’s work as 
much as $12, sometimes more.

They havecaused their 
growling to be heard in the House at Wash- 
ington in the debate over the Indian appro- 
priation bill, and apparently do not care for 
the Indians to have anything unless it be sup- 
plied from the neighborhood of Sandy Hook. 

Of course, the fact that Chicago is a thou- 
sand miles nearer to the Indians than is New 
York City is not by them deemed of any con- 
sequence. The Eastern grumblers have no re- 
gard for the circutnstances that very much of 
the matérial supplied each year to the Indians 
is produced in the West, that all the rest can 
be sent from this city as cheaply. as from the

The welfare of the 
city at the East and the prosperity of 
ites people must not be allowed to suf- 
fer for the benefit of the Indians or of 
the national treasury if these growlers can 
help it; And réally the matter is one of such 
vast importance to them and the community 
for which they speak that it would be a thou- 
sahd pities to deprive them of this, their sheet 
anchor, if it could be avoided, Already they 
have suffered much because the big baby out 
West has grown out of its swaddling clothes 
and insists upon the right to walk without the 
aid of leading strings, As was humorously 
pointed out by Representative Goldzier, the 
little appendix of a naval review tail was all 
that saved them from a sad ‘disaster when the 
Worlda’s Columbian Exposition went to Chi- 
cago.

A very objectionable feature of the Senate 
scheme ig the postponement of the proposed 
changes until Jan. 1, 1895. Raw sugar is not to 
be gsubjectto the new duty of 40 per cent until 
that date, This delay must have been suggested 
or demanded by the trust, and it would be worth 
pe | millions to that organization. This would 

e the trust to buy and store away raw sugar 
pace wat to supply the domestic demand through- 
out the first year of the revenue duty, After the 
date of the imposition of that duty the trust 
would be able to sell the sugar refined from this 
free raw material at the new increased price, or, 
in r words, at the price of sugar refined from 
raw material upon which a duty of 40 per cent 
has been paid. 

This would practically be a diversion of the 
sugar ravenue for one year, or of the greater part 
of it, from the public Treasury to the coffers of 
the sugar trust. If the trust should have such an 
opportunity and should be able to improve it 
with respect to a fall year’s supply of raw 
material this transfer would be worth not 
less thaa $30,000,000 to the combination, and 
the government would ~ deprived of an equal 
sum in revenue. 

This is true enough, but these Democratic

THE : COMMENCEMENT SEASON. 
The season of college commencements is 


upon us, and the graduate is a person of im- 


portance to himeelf and his friends. Hosts 
of young men and women are taking final 
leave of the class-room and are about to enter 
upon their various fields in life. The ques- 


tion naturally arises, what has the college 
done for them? How much of real education — 
has been acquired by these young persons | 


who. have completed all the requirements of 
their respective institutions? 

If education means chiefly a knowledge of 
books, the acquisition of large numbers of 
facts, then these young persons are to be con- 
gratulated for their opportunities, since each 
year provides more and better facilities for 
learning of this kind; but if education means 
an equipment for the duties of life, a devel- 
opment of heart and character as well as of 
intellect, then it is to be questioned whether 
the present generation is so, much better off 
than any of its predecessors; whether the 
highly specialized college course of the 
present day is really an improvement on the 
old-fashioned country school system, with its 
alternate intervals of school work and field 
work; whetherall these examination . papers 
and *‘ teste”? really are an evidence of time 
well spent. Prof. Huxley, speaking of school 
work at high pressure and incessant competi- 
tive examinations, calis them the *“ educa- 
tional abomination of desolation,’’ and com- 
pares persons who are forced to rise too early 
in their classes to early risers in general, who 
are said to be conceited all the forenoon and 
stupid all the afternoon. They too, he adds, 
‘are conceited all the forenoon of life and 
stupid all the afternoon. The vigor and fresh- 
ness which should have been stored up for the 
purpose of the hard struggle for existence in 
practical life have been washed out of them 
by precocious mental debauchery—by ‘book- 
gluttony and lesson-bibbing. Their faculties 
are worn out by the strain put upon their cal- 
low brains, and they are demoralized by 
worthless childish triumphs, before the real 
work of life \begins,’’ This isa serious charge 
against modern educational systems. It is 
paying a heavy price for the cultivation of the 
brain in certain directions if it must be at the 
cost of intellectual vigor and virility. 

The old systems of education, whatever 
their defects, avoided this danger for the rea- 
son that the mind had larger opportunity to 
observe, reflect, inquire, and apply practi- 
cally the knowledge gained. The alternation 
of study with work, while delaying the stu- 
dent ae to time, hastened his real growth. 
The old village academy has passed away as 
completely as the conditions which made it, 
but what Websterian intellects were devel- 
oped by 'tand by its environment! . It was 
open for three months in winter and again in 
summer for about as long a time, generally 
with a new teacher every term. The winter 
term was generally taught by a college stu- 
dent or graduate, ambitious to educate him. 
self and generally ful) of an enthusiasm whose 
happy contagion quickly infected the student. 
A resolute boy or girl had to “‘ buckle down ”’ 
to a life-and-death tussle with an obscure text- 
book, aided by a teacher himself engaged in 
the same warfare. Study wasa joyful labor, 
done for thé) pure love of it. It was ite own 
end. not simply a means for another end. 
Study and recitation went on in the same 
room and atthe same time, demanding con- 
centration and command of one’s self. Books 
were few and newspapers rare. But the shops 
of the carpenter, the blacksmith, and shoe- 
maker, the kitchen of the farmer were rer- 
petual universities of earnest talk that spared 
nothing and educated people far more than 
schoolmaster or college. The ministers fitted 
boys,for college, examined the schools, and 
kept the people reminded of higher things; 
the lyceum and debating society were popular 
educators. 

The child whose education has begun in the 
kindergarten, where all work is made to seem 
like play, who has been spared the drudgery 
of learning the alphabet by the modern meth. 
ods of teaching him to read, who has been 
coaxed into an acquaintance with Latin 
through easy sentences instead of by mem- 
orizing “Andrews and Stoddard ” (fine: print 
and all), has been saved much agony of 
spirit and many tears: But also he has 
missed some of the keenest delights this 
world has to offer—the student’s sense of joy 
in difficulties overcome, the consciousness of

“the evening of June 14 next.” It is 
clearly e t that this unfortunate epistle 
was intend e the Governor as a fine stroke 
of Altgeldian humor, but it has deplorably 
failed because, first, the occasion is one too 
important dignified to be made the butt 
of such comedy as this, and second, 
because the Governor has no sense of humor. 


Fotced to conclude that a

DOWT HOLLER TILL YOU'RE OUT OF 
THE WOODS. 

The King of Israel, said to the King of Syria 
some centuries ago, “ Let not him that gird’ 
eth on his harness beast himself as he that 
putteth it off’ An evening Democratic 
paper, modifying this language, says, “‘ We 
commend to the Republicans of Illinois 
greater temperance in rejoicing and modesty 
in prediction. We advise them not to begin 
hollering till they see the supper smoke rolling

A num- 
ber of such cases were against mere boys for the 
first offense, and some of whom were unable to 
furnish bail were held to the grand jury and con- 
fined in the County Jail with hardened eriminals 
until their cases were heard by the grand jury, 
and for lack of evidence thrown out. 

Nearly every grand jury makes this same 
complaint, but the Police Justices do not 
cease holding to the Criminal Court persons 
of whose indictment they know there is not 
the least probability. 

The mischievous consequences of this prac- 
tice are apparent. Where a defendant can 
not give bail be is locked up in an over- 
crowded jail and the taxpayers have to feed 
him. Money enough is wasted in paying the 
board of men the complaints against whom 
are dismissed by the gratrid jury to meet many 
important items of county expenditure, Itis 


also a gross injustice toa man to imprison | 


him for weeks or months, merely to discharge 
him at the end of that time after he has re- 
ceived a tolerable criminal education from 
the hardened offenders with whom he is made 
to associate. It is also a waste of the time of 
the grand jury to make them consider‘a mass 
of cases which never should have been brought 
before them.

Movement of Business Centers Likely to 
‘Follow the Elevated Bailroad Transac- 
tionsValues Will Be Altered Accord- 
ingly and Much Difference of Opinio& 
Is Sure to Oome—Among Architects 
and Builders—Some of the Transactions 

of the Week Just Ended. 

The settlement of the elevated loop prob- 


at an early day, may bring in an entirely new 
element in establishing and maintaining 
values of business property. During the last 
ten yeers the course of business development 
has been steadily towards the south. The 
corner of Clark and Lake streets was at one 
time considered the best business corner in 
Chicago, and as such was sold at. what was 
then considered top notch price, something 
like $3,000 a front foot. Lake street was 
then in its glory, and was the choice retail 
street of the city, The leadmmg hotels and 
dry goods houses were iocated on 
it, and even the corner of Wash- 
ington and Dearborn streets was con- 
sidered away out of the business district. 
Retail business drifted off Lake’ street to 
Wabash avenue and State street, and during 
the last year there has been considerable dis- 
cussion as to just what is the most valuable 
of a half dozen State street corners. There 
area great many people who have taken the 
radical view that the Van Buren street corners 
are the most promising. The construction of 
the Van Buren street cable line, the compie- 
tion of the elevated road to Congress street, 
and the remarkabie building improvements 
which have been made in the southerr portions 
of the down-town district have done much to 
carry the interest of investors south. 

A number of sales and leases made within 
two years have placed fancy values on a num- 
ber of State street corners, some of them as 
far south as Hubbard court and Harrison 
street. The last important sale of down-town 
property involved a Van Buren street corner 
which showed a 50 per cent advance in less 
than five years. A number of circumstances 
have combined to give impetus to the move- 
ment south during the last few years. The 
construction of the Van Buren street tunnel 
and of a cable line, together with the comple- 
tion of the Alley *“L” road to Congress 
street, have attracted the attention of 

vestors and stimulated building operations. 

property ownership, too, has been fort- 

unate, as holdings have beenin the hands of 

ple willi to make improvements even 

n advance of the actual demands of ‘business, 
Has a Reflex Action. 

All this remarkable development in the 
south portion of the business center has had u 
reflex action which has been detrimental to 
the portion in the north section. Lake street,’ 
which was once the select business street, fur- 
nishes a good illustration of the effect 
of the movement south. A Lake §atreet 
store is now considered weli rented 
at from $3,500 to $4,000 per annum, 
The same store would have brought twice as 
much before the fire... The company has en- 
tirely changed from the best to second or 
third gratle, On the west end of the street 
are plumbers’ and gasfitters’ supply men, 
further east rubber houses, dealers in wire 
and hardware. There is no special reason 
why these concerns select Lake street aside 
from the fact that rents are low and they are 
consequently not forced to be econotnical 
with space. Conditions are such that Lake 
street stares are on the market at modest 
rentals and the classes of business houses 
mentioned are able to paythem. Just as soon 


’ as conditions change so that rents can be ad- 


vanced there will be a change in the occupan- 
cy of the street. 

The phenomenal increase in rental rates of 
the last few years has of course affected Lake 
street by sympathy, but the advance on streets 
further sovth bas been out of all proportion 
to Lake street and other adjacent streets. 
Other sections of the city have advanced be. 
cause the occupancy has changed for the bet- 
ter. If the horth section of the city has held 
its own of late years it has been in face of 
changes for the vorse in occupancy. 

The prospect of an elevated loop of which 
Lake street or the alley parallel with it shall 
be an integral rt is the first important 
movement calculated to check the tide of de- 
velopment south, or at least divert a portion 
of itto the north. The support of a scheme 
for a joint loop for the Alley ““L”’ road .and 
Lake Street roads comes from the owners in 
the north part of the city, who recognize the 
fact that business is steadily going away from 
them. . 

Appearance Vs, Income. 

The question of appearance of the street 
gives way to one of income, and the friends 
of the loop have succeeded in convincing 
owners with testimony from New York that 
the loop wili bring people to Lake street and 
as a consequence advance values. The work 
of securing consents to the use of Lake street 
and Wabash avenue as part of a loop bas 
been carried to sucha point that the con- 
struction of the loop is almost a foregone con- 
clusion. The demonstrations of the North- 
western Eievated company were the occasion 
of a movement last week on the purt 
of the -Lake street people to protect 
their interests in an alley loop to 
Wabash avenue, but it is not thought this loop 
will ever be contpleted. The Alley * L,” 
Metropolitan, and Lake Street roads are ready 
to codperate and an effort will be made to 
bring the Northwestern into a loop combina- 
tion or freeze it out entirely. 

The promoters of the Northwestern Elevat- 


| ed have considerable difficu:ty in convincing 


the public that they mean business in regard 
to their proposed down town route. Right of 
way condemnations on the lines proposed will 
involve property worth millions and the re- 
modeling of buildings on the right of way 
into shape where an income could be secured 
would cost millions more. Whether the road 
is ever built it cam now scarcely interfere with 
the combination loop planned for the accom- 
modation of the other roads. 

Owners who have been opposed to the use 
of streets by an elevated road are being 
brought around to an opposite view of the 
case by evidence presented by New York 
owners and tenants of property on elevated 
road streets. If Lake street can be changed 
into a good retail street by the construction 
of an elevated road the interest of investors 
wili be turned from the south’ side of town 
to the north. Inquiries which have been 
made for holdings on Wabash avenue during 
the week are straws to indicate a possible 
change in an investment trend. They were 
made solely on elevated road prospects. A 
loop on Wabash avenue, Lake street, lrank- 
lin street, Market street, and Harrison street 
will define a broad center’ which will not be 
subject to changes which make it im possible 
to establish criterions for determining value.

New York Is Jast Now the High Bailding 
Storm Center. 

Evidently the craze for high office build- 
ings has not expended itself in New York, as 
it has in other ¢ities of | the country. Among 
the important building enterprises contem- 
plated or under way in New York are the ful- 
lowing: A twenty-four story  .struct- 
ure for the American Tract Society, 
Nassau and. Spruce streets, to cost 
over $1,000,000 ; a twenty-story building for 
the Presbyterian Board of Missions, at the

John Whittaker Evolved the Ides of a 
Clearing-House Five or Six Years Ago 
After Many Vicissitudes It Has Now 
Reached a Working Basis~Its Rales 
and Regulations=Chicago Associations 
May Adopt a Similar Arrangement 
Local Building and Loan News. 

Crncrmmattr, O., June 8.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. }—Some five or six years ago John 

Whittaker, who for a long time was President 

of the Hamilton County building 

conceived the idea that it would | 
plan for these organizations to have some 
central body like the clearing-house of banks. 


‘He began an agitation to this end. Somehow | 


the associations failed to take kindly to the 
scheme until last year. Then the movement 
was inaugurated for the first time. Only a few 
of the associations, however, gave it their 
active indorsement. It was necessary for ite 
success that many of them should take an in- 
terest. The plan languished and ‘finally col- 
lapsed, The experiment, however, had shown 
the scheme a good one, and with proper en- 
couragement would result in incalculable 


good to the associations. The promoters were | 


spurred to renewed efforts and succeeded in 
interesting a large number of the local organ- 
izations. On the Ist of January last the 
Building Association Exchange was orgat ‘ 
It consisted of a committee of five, who 
directed the operations of the new enter- 
prise and made quarterly reports to the Ham- 
ilton County League of Buildmg Associa- 
tions. Two hundred of the local Gompanies, 
or about one-half of the entire number, were 
induced to give the venture their active co- 
operation. The committee established head- 
quarters at Vine and Seventh streets in the 
central portion of the city. The first six 
months of its existence has thoroughly 
demonstrated the value of the exchange to all 
its members. ; 

The workings of the exchange are simple. 
A Secretary is in charge, who is the only sal- 
aried officer. Books are kept. showing the 
financial operations of all the members, En- 
tries are made of loans and the mo ed 
property described. A list .is kept of as- 
sociations which have money to lend and the 
amounts, Any information one association 
secures regarding borrowers is transmitted to 
the exchange and is available for the protec- 
tion of the others. 

Keep a Secret Book. 

One important feature is a secret book, de-. 
signed to defeat any scheme to borrow heavi- 
ly from different associations and unload the 
real estate security. When it is found that a 
certain individual has madetwo or three loans 
he is watched and the associations notified to 
be on their guard, His security is conse- 
quently exposed to closer scrutiny and a limit 
is placed, so that by no possibility can he 
catch the associations for any large amount, 
A few years ago the local associations re. 
ceived some heavy blows from floaters of sub- 
urban schemes who had the feputation of be- 
ing very wealthy. They secured large loans 
from associations in different parts.of the 
city, probably on account of lax appraisement 
methods, hen expectations were not re- 
alized the associations found themselves 
loaded down with suburban property, whose 
value was problematical and dependent upon 
future advancement. The | losses in this way 
ran far up in the thousands. Under the sys- 
tem of the exchange such losses are impossi- 
ble, except where the officets of an association 
are in collusion with the frandulent or unde- 
siruble borrower. Any reliance on spetula- 
tive probabilities is avoided. At the 
exchange a record of all appraise- 
ments is kept. Should a prospective bor- 
rower offer to a West nd association 
ag security for a loan a piece of property lo- 
cated in the East end, the Appraisement com- 
mittee consults the records at the exchange. 
These will show what adjoining or adjacent 
ptoperty has been appraised by associations 
in the immediate vicinity, who ought to be 
best posted as to its value. It is also possible 
that the very property under consideration 
has been appraised on some past occasion. 
With all this information athand the labors 
of the committee are greatly simplified and 
rendered almost perfect in results. The 
secret book is next consulted, and the record 
of the prospective borrower examined if hd 
has had previous dealings with any of the as- 
sociations. In this way everything that it is 
possible to learn about a borrower and his se- 
curity is within easy access of the committee, 

System of Borrowing. | 

In the past building associations have them- 
selves become borrowers in bank in order to 
lend to their own patrons, and have made a good. 
profit after paying the banks interest. At the 
same time other associations would. have 
money on deposit in bank and awaiting the 
application of a borrower. In effect the 


‘bank was really raya the money of one as-)

just as easy for one association to lend to an- 
other and draw the interest itself on its own 
money instead of allowing the bank to secure 
the profit. Now when an association has 
money on band it notifies the exchange of the 
amount, The same method is pursued by as- 
sociations which have 5, A mrersyrmngy for loans 

ns are negotiated 
between the associations, the money is kept 
in circulation, and all, the profit goes to the 
sccorenees and none to the middleman, the 

nk. 

There are other little details and features 
about the exchange, all tending to protect the 
association by keeping.their officers informed. 
The ee committee meets weekly and 
receives full reports from the Secretary. 
Every three months the committee reports to 
the league. Each association in the member- 
ship pays annually $2 dues for the support of 
the exchange. On every loan made one- 
fourth of 1 per cent is paid into the exchange 
and goes toward defraying its expenses. 
From these two sources come the entire in- 
come of the exchange. Briefly put, the ad- 
vantages of the exchange are: 

Protection against undesirable borrowers, as 
the exchange, upon receipt of any information 
detrimental to an association, wi immediately 
notify it to that effect. ‘Obtaining borrowers 
through the medium of the exchange. Appraise- 
ment committees can obtain information about 
property in the vicinity of the property they are 
about to appraise, or probably the same prop- 
erty, which has previously been appraised by

Bank clea: for the week make the best 
comparison with the corresponding week of 
last year that has been shown in some time. 
They also make a favorable comparison with 
el for recent weeks thie year, and ib- 
stead of the regular decrease which has been 
shown for a month or more they show marked 
increase, The total for the week was larger 
than it has been in any week fora month or 
more, and the decrease as compared with last 
year was only 10.2 percent. This improve- 
mentin clearmmgs bears out the improved 
feeling which ig now quite generally met with 
in commercial circles. There has been an 
unmistakable change for the better in the 
state of public confidence, and although there 
are still many disturbing influences the out- 
look without doubt is rather more hopeful. 

Dealers in sterling exchange report that 
while there is as yet little increase in the bills 
being drawn by exporters, there is promise of 
decided improvement in that direction. One of 
the Jargest exporters of provisions éays that 
foreign orders in May werd not one-tenth of 
what they shoukl have been normally, but in the 
last ten days there has been most matérial im- 
provement, although the orders are for delivery 
in July and August and will not immediately 
affect the situation. 

Gold exports for the week will amount to 
$6,150,000, and the government’s gold reserve 
is reduved to about $70,000,000. The last day 
of May it. was $78,698,267, so that the present 
condition shows a loss for the first nine days of 
this month of nearly $9,000,000. As the reserve 
declines moré.ahd more attention is drawn to it. 
The opinion here largely favors the idea that the 
government will be forced to make a bond issue 
in spire of the administration's assertion that no 
bonds will be put out. 

“The business of the New York Biscuit com- 
pany is showing steady improvement," says W.

New York, June 9.—The market was irregular 
in the early trading.

Protest Against Reckless Cycling. 

Cuicaeo, June 9.—{[ Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
As a former member of two important cycling 
clubs in England, including the Cyclists’ 'Tour- 
ing club—a national! organization containing over 
80,000 members—it has been a matter of niore 
than ordinary pleasure to me to note that Chica- 
goans of both sexes so largely patronize the ex- 
hilarating pastime of wheeling, so conducive to 
healthful enjoyment, hence I shall not be ac- 
cused of lack of enthusiasm iflenter a stron 
protest against the reckless manner in whic 
many cyclists in this city ride, regardless of the 
risk of injury to the non- -riding- public, and I hope 
that the recent “ accident’’ to Mr. Van Cléave’s 
daughter will have the effect of causing stringent 
by-laws to be made and enforced against ‘‘seorch- 
ers.”’ I wonld suggest that every rider be. com- 
pelled umder penalty to have a headlight 
burning within one hour after sunset and also to 
use a gong or horn (fixed in the handle of the 
machine, as is the case in England) to be sounded 
by the rider when turning corners or passing the 
street crossings. With the present lax regula- 
tions for cyclists, the wonder to me is that more 
accidents do not occur. 

The suggestions Ihave made are English, but 
are none the less effective wheh carried out. 
They entail no hardship on cyclists, but sure 
great safety to the woneres i public. ‘Scorching’ 
on the avenues should be pr robibited, and the 
sidewalks should be utilized y pedestriang only, 
and not by “ wheelers.”" I would strongly urge 
the various clubs to take the matter in hand and 
adopt a system of fines (or even expulsion) ih the 
case of recalcitrant members. ‘Their combined 
action would soon produce an effect creditable 
to themselves, and of benefit to an appreciative 
public.

this paper and left it on the corner of the ta- 
ble, has returned, sombrero in hand, to re- 
ceive the medio (six cents) for whith this 
four-page ** periodico ”’ is sold, and to tecover 
the paper. if, as usual, it is left on the table. 
The scribbler for the almighty dollar and ‘‘su 
compafieros”’ stroll, for no one moveg rapid- 
ly in Mexico, out of the café, through the 
broad zaguan of the Hotel del Jardin, into 
the street and look away through the glitver- 
ing sunlight to where “The White Lady” 
turns her snowy toes up to the silver'clouds 
and the grim white sentinel, Popocatapetl, 
keeps eternal vigil beside her bier—away to 
where Maximiiian’s beautiful castle is 
anchored, white and stately, against the blue 
enamel of the sky on the rocky ‘* hill of the 
grasshopper ’’—away to where qteer narrow 
streets seem to end in mountains rising in 
purple peaks ‘* so near and yet so far’’—up 
to the domes and minarets of the * iglésias,’’ 
into which and out of which have surged for 
generations these hot-hearted Mexicans, Then 
the gaze comes back to the street, the people, 
the near things, and with a keen § sense 
of the strangeness, the deligit of 
all this and the intense enjoyment of simply 
living and breathing under such a sky, in 
such an atmosphere, the party moves with the 
tide of people alohg la calle de San Francisea 
and Plateros.

Actors impersonating notables attired in 
habiliments 400 years in advance of their 
times, artists portraying historic scenes peo- 
pled with men and women whose clothes, so 
to speak, do not fit them, have been the rule 
rather than the exception. The sublime is 
transformed into the grotesque if one would 
but study these things and could know the 
dissimilitude when he saw the war harness of 
Cromwell on the back of Richard the Lion- 
Hearted. Thoss who would put the past in 
evidence with the present should attend the 
lesson of antiquity. 

Carlyle, when he annnounced in his “ Sar- 
tor Resartus”’ that little or nothisig had been 
written on the history of clothes, might have 
as well assumed that history itself had re- 
mained unwritten. Clothes have been the 
magic rivets that welded the broken links of 
history together, ande the study of the cos- 
tumes of all nations and ages has been one of 
the delights of the persistent archxologist. 
The most prolific of these dress studies and 
one that has brought us almost in direct 
touch with the habits and forms of the medie- 
val period are the researches among the mon- 
umental effigies of Great Britain. These ef-

figies were carved upon the stone coffin lids 
of the Kings and Queens, the heroes and hero- 
ines, the warriors, the priests, the knights, 
the ladies. They were laid away in the churches 
and cathedrals throughout the land, They de- 
picted the features and the dress during life of 
the personages whom they represented, realist- 
icaliy illustrating the progress of the art of 
sculpture and the changes in costume in the 
various periods of England from the Norman 
conquest to the reign of Henry VIII. They 
accurately present the only extant portraits of 
many of the monarchs and Princes of ages 
famed for chivalry and arins. 

From a very early period stone coffins were 
the receptacies of the distinguished dead. As 
late as 1828 a Roman stone coffin was laid 
open while excavations were being made near 
Cresar’s cam p. Holwood Hill, in Kent. In the 
coffin of William Rufus the same form con- 
tinued, having evidently been adopted at an 
earlier day from the Romans by the haif-civ- 
ilized people of Europe. Effigies, however, 
of a period earlier than the middle of the 
thirteenth century ate rarely found in Ea- 
gland, and were then doubtless introduced by 

Normans, who carved them on the stone 
8g which had been in use for many cent- 
uries. 

Foremost in the work of rescuing from the 
devastation of time the form and coloring of 
the monumental effigies of Great Britain was 
Charles Alfred Stothard, a young English- 
man who was born in the last century, who 
devoted his life, and whose life, indeed, was 
the forfeit of his zeal in pursuing his self-ap- 

inted task,'to faithfully reproducing these

| Riding on railroads is something which 
most people find enjoyable, and to the great 
majority of mankind that pleasure is much 
enhanced when it is obtained without cost. 
Outside of railway circles there are few who 
have any idea of the demand that is constantly 
made upon railway officials for free passes or 
of the extent to which the privilege is abused 
when granted, Many people to whom passes 
are given will sell them or lend them to rel- 
ativesor friends. Thus many of them fall into 
the hands of ticket speculators or scalpers, 
called by courtesy “ticket brokers.” Thoug! 
a law against ticket brokimg exists in many 
States it is seldom enforced, In most of our 
large cities, especially in the West, ticket 
brokers flourish like a green bay tree, and 
some of them have acquired a handsome com- 
petence. Some time since the Legislature of | 
Illinois passed an act against ticket broking, 
and in an action brought to test the constitu- 
tionality of the law the Supreme Court ‘of that 
State recently decided that it, is constitution- 
al, and it is therefore possible that the scalp- 
ers of railway tickets may have more dif. 
ficulty in carrying on their business in that 
State than they have experienced ‘hitherto, It 
is not a matter for surprise that the law 
against ticket brokmg should have beet so 
largely a dead letter when it is | 
that some railroads have) even deals | 
with the scalpers, By making deals I mean 
that ay have sold large blocks of tickets to 
the brokers at such reduction from schedule 
rates as enabled those gentry to dispose of 
them advantageously to their patrons and at 
the same time make a handsome prqfit for 
themselves. 

Get Cash for Passes. 


People often obtain a pass, use a portion of 
it, and sell the remainder, For instance, i 
pose a man wishes to go to Pittsburg. 8 
will secure a pass to Chicago, with the priv- 
ilege of stopping off in the Smoky City 
when he gets there he sells the pass g 
the remainder of the trip to some one wis 
to go to Chicago; or, intending to remain 
permanently in Pittsburg, he gets a pass to 
that city and return, on arriving there 
sells it to some one desiring to go whence he 
has come. Though these passes are not 
transferable, yet as the conductors to. whom 
they are tendered do not know ther 
whose naines they bear nor thoseto whom 
they have been sold or given, all is neces- 
sary to enable any one to travel with impuni- 
ty ypon a purchased or horro pass is 
plenty: of self- on and assurance, and 
the amount of it that is sometimes displayed 
in this connection is astonishmg even at the 
present day. 

Conductors tell some funny _stories of their 
experiences with persons traveling on passes. 
One who has grown gray in the business re- 
lates that a very tall, lean woman of 35--un- 
mistakably, from her dress, bearing, and dia. 
ect, an “‘old maid” from ‘* way down East ”’ 
—once tendered him a pass made out to 
‘‘ Mrs, Katrina Scweitzenbrod and daughter,” 
she being accompanied by a very short and 
stout young woman who could not possibly 
have been more than eight or ten years her 
junior.

workmanship, being inlaid with gold and 
silver. Inthe country the Mikado even 
young girls stnoke dainty little pipes, the size 
of athimble, which have short brownish bam- 
boo stems with metal mouthpieces. 

The Kirgeese hore a side hole into a mutton 
bone, fill the narrow cavity with tobacco and 
smoke through this primitive apparatus.

It Is Pride Rather than Courage That Con- 
trols Their Actions. 

Pittsburg Dispatch: “ In a number of years 
of active service during the war,” said an old 
soldier yesterday, “‘I must confess, in all 
honesty, that in action my bosom never 
welled with the enthusiasm of heroes that you 
hear so much*‘abeut. On the contrary, I ex- 
perienced mure fear than anything else. I 
always did my duty, but Iam forced to he- 
lieve that the feelings Ihad when drawn up 
in line of battle wére shared by niy comrades, 
who never Cared toacknowledge them. Facing 
a large body of men with guns and not “pion | 
what moment one of them will send a ba 
speeding through you is not a situation to 
make a man féel exultant.” In my case I was 
always reudy and willing to turn and rwn, 
only waiting for some one to make the start. 
How often, when about to enter a battle, do I 
remember solilo heeiaing ‘ Now, if this fellow 
next tome wou only make a start how 
thankful I-woula be.’ But pride and sense of 
duty will hold men together, As I said, I 
have not the Jeast doubt that mary men felt 
just asIdid,no matter how they may talk 
now. And when you consider that we always 
stood our ohare it shows how sinpoas, 0 
pride can influénce our actions. I remem 
once, while our cavalry troops were out upon 
a skirmish, we took a vantage position upon a 
hill that rose out of a plain. From there 
we could see the enemy gradually surround- 
ing us. This, to one of my temperament, 
caused extreme nervousness. When there 
was but a small opening remaining at one 
point, and that slowly being closed, I went to 
the commanding officer and suggested that 
he had better order a retreat while such a 
thing was possible, He refused to do it, say- 
ing he was going to stand his _ ground. 
knew this was sure death,and would have 
readily put spurs to my horse and rode to 
safety had not my sense of duty and pride 
impelled me to remain with my officer. He 
was sitting his horse calmly, taking in the 
situation, when I came to him a second time to 
make the suggestion. ButIdid not have to 
speak. An allwise Providence did my work 
for me in a manner that ghd argument, 
The bullets were flying about thick and fast, 
and just as I was about to address the officer 
a stray one struck him in the wrist of the 
hand which held the reins. The ball shat- 
tered the bone and the reins dropped from 
the helpless hand, Before the officer could 
recover the reins with his other hand che

ARMIES OF BEGGARS IN RUSSIA. 


Entire Villages Whosé Inhabitants Make a 
Livelihood Solely by Beeging. 
London Telegraph: Mr. Geoffrey Drage in 
the course of a report on Russia addressed to 
the Royal Commission on Labor, Contributes 
some interesting details regarding beggars in 
that country. Thousands of men, women, 
and children, he says, regularly set out from 
their homes with the object of earning their 
livelihood, not by work, but by begging. 


quarters in the villages of Shouvaliki and 
Klin, are among the mast notorious of these 
beggars. They frequently travel in troops of 
ten or twelvo, alleging that they have been 
burnt out of their homes, and giving a graphic 
account of the fire. At ofher times they go 
out singly and beg for alms, pretending te be 
deaf and dumb or insane, with placards round 
their necks testifying to their infirmity. They 
travel on foot to the Don, and frequently re- 
turn with a cart and one if not more horses.
